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INTRODUCTION 


This report presents the results of the first 
annual survey of motor transport traffic conducted 
in the Province of Quebec at three month intervals 
during the period April 1, 195€ to March 31, 1957. 
This survey has been made possible through the 
excellent co-operation received from the trucking 


industry and particularly from the officials of the 
yovernmert of Ouebec, in allowing the Dominion 
Pureau of Statistics access to motor vehicle reg- 
istration records from which samples of trucks were 
selected each quarter. 


General Description of the Sample 


An overall sample of approximately 10 per cent 
of all trucks registered in Quebec was selected for 
the year of this survey. To allow for seasonal vari- 
ations in motor transport traffic and to ensure that 
the sample vehicles represented current registra- 
tions in force, this annual survey was conducted in 
four quarterly segments with approximately 2% per 
cent of total registrations sampled each quarter. 
Vehicles selected were coded so that a particular 
vehicle would not be chosen more than once during 
each licence year. Fach quarterly segment of the 
survey ran for a seven day period, Sunday through 
Saturday. 


All trucks registered in the province are repre- 
sented except those not considered to be engaged 
in transportation services such as tow trucks, 
hearses, ambulances, snowmobiles, farm tractors, 
cranes, bulldozers, cat tracks, diggers, graders and 
other road building equipment, military and other 
government owned vehicles, taxis and passenger 
automobiles and those vehicles not required to ob- 
tain a Quebec licence under Section 10 of the Que- 
bec Motor Vehicles Act. Trailers as such were ex- 
cluded from the sample, but details of tractor-trailer 
combinations were obtained by including the power 
units or tractors in the survey. 


While an annual sample of ten per cent of all 
trucks registered in the province was considered 
sufficient to obtain reliable statistics, greater ac- 
curacy was achieved by stratifying the sample by 
weight groups. This stratification was made on the 
basis of tare (empty) weight of the vehicles rather 
than gross vehicle weight as in most other prov- 
inces, because the Province of Quebec licenses 
motor vehicles on a tare weight basis.) Fy strati- 
fying the vehicles by tare weight groups, it was 
determined that almost 98,000 or approximately 69 
per cent of the provincial total have a tare weight 
of 3,300 lbs. or less, whereas only about 11,000 
trucks are in the ‘‘8,500 lbs. and over”’ class. More 
reliable results are obtained by concentrating high- 
er 6:mpling ratios among the weight groups contain- 
ing the largest vehicles*:which engage in the most 
diversified type of operation, and by ensuring that 
each weight group contains a sufficient number of 
vehicles for expansion purposes. The proportion 
selected by weight group varied, therefore, from 6 
per cent in the lowest weight group to about 24 per 
cent in the heaviest with the result that an overall 
10 per cent ratio was made to represent approxi- 
mately 20 per cent of the capacity of all vehicles 
Tegistered. 


Vehicles in the sample were also stratified by 
function or type of operation into the four catego- 
ries: for hire, private intercity, private urban and 
private farm. For hire trucks are those operated for 
compensation or gain anywhere in the province ac- 
cording to licence; private intercity are those which 
are owned and operated on intercity routes by busi- 
ness, industry and individuals to transport their own 
raw materials, finished goods and merchandise; pri- 
vate urban vehicles are those which are operated 
predominantly within urban or metropolitan areas and 
private farm trucks are those operated by farmers 
primarily to transport farm produce, farm supplies or 
for farm service purposes. This stratification was 
made on the basis of the licensing system in Que- 
bec, with a view to maintaining comparability with 
other provinces wherever possible. 


In Quebec, trucks operated for compensation as 
contract or common carriers in intercity service or 
within a specified locality and a radius of 5 miles 
from the boundaries of that locality, are required to 
obtain an ‘‘L’’ licence. All privately owned vehi- 
cles engaged in intercity and/or urban operations 
are issued with an ‘‘F’’ licence. Vehicles owned 
and operated by farmers and used in connection 
with their own farm operations are classified as 
farm vehicles and issued with an ‘‘N’’ licence. It 
was therefore possible to select the samples for 
these three classes of vehicles directly from pro- 
vincial numerical files of each of these licence cat- 
egories. 


From the above, it can be seen that the ‘‘L’’ 
licence category corresponds to the for hire or com- 
mon carrier group and the ‘‘N’’ licence category is 
equivalent to the private farm class, as defined for 
the purposes of this report. Those vehicles with 
“F’’ licences were classified as ‘‘private urhan’’ 
and ‘‘private intercity’’ on the basis of the predom- 
inant type of operation performed, as shown by re- 
plies to the survey questionnaire. 


All vehicles in the sample were classified by 
gross vehicle weight groups to provide compara- 
bility with other annual provincial reports. Since 
Quebec licenses vehicles on a tare weight basis 
and as there is no direct means of converting tare 
weight to gross vebicle weight, the following meth- 
od was used. For each truck, the gross vehicle 
weight was estimated from the recorded tare weight, 
and either the estimated carrying capacity or the 
weight of the heaviest load carried. The gross vehi- 
cle weight of each tractor-trailer combination was 
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estimated from the tare weight of the tractor, the es- 
timated tare weight of the trailer and the weight of 
the heaviest load carried. It is emphasized that this 


method provides only approximately equivalent gross 
vehicle weight groups; and therefore, exact provincial 
comparability cannot be assured. 


Expansion of the Survey Results 


Since each quarterly segment of the annual 
sample was selected at random, the final distribu- 
tion by gross véhicle weight and by function was 
used to provide population estimates as at the time 
of the sample selection. The results were then ex- 
panded to represent all trucks registered in the 
province, as well as the operations performed dur- 
ing the three month period. Generally, this was 
achieved by multiplying the sample results by the 
inverse ratio of the sample to the population and 
by the ratio of three months to one week. Expansion 
on the basis of the relative size of the sample and 
population varied with each gross vehicle weight 


eroup and with the breakdown of the gross sample 
into various categories of response. Since there are 
13 weeks in a three month period, time expansion 
was achieved by multiplying by 13 in all cases. 


The resultant expanded data for each of the 
four quarters were then combined to obtain provin- 
cial estimates for the twelve month period. Yearly 
operating averages such as average yearly mileage 
were calculated from the average number of vehi- 
cles registered during the twelve month period. All 
other operating ratios were obtained from the twelve 
month aggregates. : 


REVIEW OF SURVEY RESULTS 


Excluding vehicles which do not perform trans- 
portation services, the average number of trucks 
registered in Quebec during the twelve month period 
ending March 31, 1957 was 142,179. Of this number, 
11,929 or 8 per cent were common or for hire carri- 
ers; 32,649 or 23 per cent were private intercity 
trucks owned and operated by business to transport 
their own goods; 66,245 or 47 per cent were trucks 
used in urban operations; and, 31,356 or 22 per cent 
were farm trucks used mainly in the growing, serv- 
icing and marketing activities of the farmer. 


Rlanks appear in a number of places in the fol- 
lowing tables where no vehicles of certain weight 
classifications were selected in any of the four 
samples. It does not necessarily follow that there 
were no vehicles belonging to these classifications 
in operation in the province. In addition, those 
cells ‘marked with an asterisk in Appendix I (Num- 
ber of Questionnaires Returned Completed) contain 
a relatively small sample of trucks and hence sta- 
tistics appearing in such classes throughout the 
report are not considered reliable. 


Section I. The total number of miles travelled 
by all trucks registered in Quebec, intraprovin- 
cially, interprovincially and extraprovincially (traf- 
fic performed entirely outside the province) during 
the twelve month period ending March 31, 1957 a- 
mounted to 1,357 million, of which 250 million miles 
or 18 per cent were accumulated by for hire trucks 
and 459 million or 34 per cent by private intercity 
trucks. On the average, trucks registered in the 
province travelled 9,500 miles during the year and 
each ton of goods was carried an average distance 
of 30.1 miles. For hire trucks averaged 20,900 miles 
during the period as compared with an average of 
14,100 miles for private intercity vehicles and car- 
tried goods 79 per cent of the time as against 52 per 
cent for private intercity trucks. For hire and pri- 
vate intercity trucks carried each ton of goods an 
average distance of 71 and 27 miles respectively. 


The amount of fuel consumed by, Quebec regis- 
tered trucks totalled 133 million imperial gallons of 
gasoline and 9 million gallons of diesel oil. As 
there were few diesel trucks included in the survey, 
the estimate of the diesel oil consumption is most 
likely not very reliable and should, therefore, be 
used with caution. Miles per gallon of gasoline va- 
tried from 6.7 for common carriers to 14.1 for farm 
trucks. The average for all gasoline trucks amounted 
to 9.8 miles per gallon and for diesel trucks 6.4 
miles per gallon. 

The total volume of goods transported by all 
trucks registered in the province amounted to 106 
million short tons. Farm trucks carried 2.7 million 
tons or 3 per cent of the total; private urban trucks 
transported 42.2 million tons or 40 per cent; pri- 
vate intercity trucks 37.5 million tons or 35 per 
cent and for hire carriers transported 23.9 million 
tons or 22 per cent of the total volume. Ton miles 
performed aggregated 3,202 million, an average of 
22,500 ton miles per vehicle. 

Total capacity ton miles for all motor vehicles 
amounted to €,785 million, an average of 47,700 
capacity ton miles per vehicle. The percentage of 
capacity utilized was 47.2 for all trucks and 61.4 
per cent for the for hire vehicles. Gross ton miles 
ageregated 7,655 million, an average of 58,800 
gross ton miles per vehicle. 


The total amount of revenue received by com- 
mon or for hire carriers for all types of service a- 
mounted to 136 million dollars or 11,400 dollars per 
vehicle. kKevenue per ton mile was 8.0 cents where- 
as revenue per total mile amounted to 54.5 cents. 


Section II. This series presents the total a- 
mount of traffic performed by Quebec registered 
trucks within the boundaries of the province. In ad- 
dition to the intraprovincial traffic, it includes that 
portion of interprovincial and international traffic 
which was performed on Quebec streets and high- 
ways. 
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The total number of miles operated by Quebec 
registered vehicles within the province amounted to 
1,269 million compared with the grand total of 1,357 
million miles operated both inside and outside the 
province. The yearly mileage per truck averaged 
8,900 miles as against 9,500. 


The total volume of goods carried in Quebec 
amounted to 105.6 million tons. Ton miles totalled 
2,353 million compared with 3,202 million inside 
and outside the province, while average ton miles 
per vehicle was 16,600 as opposed to 22,500. The 
average weight carried per vehicle amounted to 3.3 
tons compared with 4.1 tons and each ton of goods 
was carried an average distance of 22.3 miles with- 
in the province as against 30.1 miles. 


Total revenue received by common carriers for 
the transportation of goods on Quebec streets and 
highways amounted to 92.8 million dollars, an aver- 
age of 7,800 dollars per vehicle and 9.9 cents per 
ton mile. 


Section III. The total volume of goods trans- 
ported by Quebec registered trucks engaged in inter- 
provincial and international service is estimated at 
4,268,000 tons, of which 2,640,000 tons or almost 
€2 per cent was transported by for hire or common 
carriers. Of a total of 2,€53,000 tons carried out of 
Quebec, 2,170,000 tons or 82 per cent were des- 
tined to Ontario and 405,000 tons or 15 per cent 
were transported to the United States. The majority 
of goods brought into Quebec originated in the same 
areas. 


Table 14 shows interprovincial and interna- 
tional traffic by gross vehicle weight groups and by 
class of carrier. Of total traffic amounting to 982 
million ton miles, almost 82 per cent was performed 


by for hire carriers, with nearly 77 per cent of the 
total traffic performed by trucks with a gross vehi- 
cle weight of over 45,000 pounds. The average load 
carried by for hire trucks was 13 tons compared to 
10 tons by private vehicles, while the average dis- 
tance per trip was 294 miles versus 94 miles. 


Commodities carried by vehicles engaged in 
interprovincial and international traffic are shown 
in table 15. The total volume of goods transported 
by for hire carriers was 2,640,000 tons, with each 
ton transported an average distance of 307 miles. 
Total revenue received amounted to 48.5 million 
dollars at an average rate of €.0 cents per ton mile. 
Manufactures and miscellaneous items amounting to 
1,498,000 tons were the chief commodities trans- 
ported by for hire carriers, for which revenue of 
25.3 million dollars was received. 


Private vehicles engaged in interprovincial 
and international service transported 1,€28,000 tons 
of goods, of which 549,000 tons or 34 per cent were 
forest products and 482,000 tons or 30 per cent 
were manufactures and miscellaneous items. 


Appendix: The appendix to this report provides 
an analysis of the sampling response as well as the 
estimated average Quebec truck population for the 
year. Over the twelve month period ending March 
31, 1957, survey questionnaires were sent to tre 
owners or operators of 17,264 motor vehicles. Of 
this total 8,540 questionnaires were returned com- 
pleted and 3,842 vehicles were reported not used 
during the survey week. In addition, 2,698 question- 
naires were returned with insufficient information 
and were therefore unusable. Non response to the 
survey totalled 2,184 or 13 per cent.

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INTRODUCTION 


Methods followed in Survey 


The 1957 annual survey of motor transport 
traffic in the Province of Quebec is based upon a 
sample of approximately 12 per cent of trucks 
registered in the province. To allow for seasonal 
variations in traffic and to ensure that the selected 
vehicles represented current registrations in force, 
the survey was conducted in four quarterly seg- 
ments with approximately one-fourth of the total 
sample selected each quarter. Vehicles selected 
were coded so that a particular vehicle would not 
be chosen more than once during each licence year. 
Each quarterly segment of the survey was con- 
ducted for a seven day period, Sunday through 
Saturday. 


All trucks registered in the province are 
included with the following exceptions: (a) those 
not engaged in transportation services; and (b) 
military and other government owned vehicles. 
Trailers aS such were excluded from the sample, 
but details of tractor-trailer combinations were 
obtained by including the power units or tractors 
in the survey. 


Vehicles in the sample are stratified by 
function or type of operation and by gross vehicle 
weight groups. The four functional categories used 
are: for-hire, private intercity, private urban and 
private farm. For-hire trucks are those operated 
for compensation or gain anywhere in the province 
according to licence; private intercity vehicles 
are those owned and operated by firms and individ- 
uals on intercity routes to transport their own 
goods; private urban vehicles are those which are 
operated predominantly within urban or metropol- 
itan areas; and private farm trucks are those 
operated by farmers primarily to transport farm 
produce and supplies. 


In Quebec, trucks operated for compensation 
as contract or common carriers in intercity service 
or within a specified locality and a radius of 5 
miles from the boundary thereof, are required to 
obtain an ‘‘L’’ licence. Vehicles owned by farmers 
aud used in connection with their own farm oper- 


ations are classified as farm vehicles and issued 
with an ‘‘N’’ licence. All privately owned vehicles 
engaged in intercity and/or urban operations are 
issued with an ‘‘F’’ licence. Vehicles in the 
sample, therefore, were classified into the four 
functional categories on the following basis: 


For-hire — “L’’ licensed vehicles. 

Private-intercity —‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles 
operated predominantly 
outside urban areas. 

Private-urban —‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles 
operated predominantly 


within urban areas. 


Private-farm —‘‘N’’ licensed vehicles. 

Some ‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles are operated for 
compensation but were not included in the for-hire 
category. The number of such vehicles was not 
known and a reliable estimate was not obtained 
on the basis of replies to the survey questionnaire. 
As a result, the data shown throughout this report 
as ‘‘For-hire’’ is understated and that for ‘‘Private 
intercity’’ and ‘‘Private urban’’ is overstated by 
the extent of these for-hire vehicles with ‘‘F’’ 
licences. 


Since Quebec licenses motor vehicles on a 
tare weight basis it was necessary to estimate 
equivalent gross vehicle weights to provide com- 
parability with other annual provincial reports. 
For each truck in the sample the gross vehicle 
weight was estimated from the recorded tare weight 
and either the estimated carrying capacity or the 
weight of the heaviest load carried. The gross 
vehicle weight of each tractor-trailer combination 
was estimated from the tare weight of the tractor, 
the estimated tare weight of the trailer plus the 
weight of the heaviest load carried. It is empha- 
sized that this method provides only approxi- 
mately equivalent gross vehicle weights and there- 
fore exact provincial comparability of the weight 
group classification cannot be assured. 


Expansion of Survey Results 


The distribution of sample vehicles by gross 
vehicle weight groups and by function was used to 
provide population estimates as at the time of the 
sample selection. Sample results were then ex- 
panded to represent the operations of all trucks 
registered in the province by multiplying the 
sample results by the inverse ratio of the sample 
to the population and by the ratio of three months 
to one week. 


The expanded data for each of the four 
quarterly segments were added together to obtain 
annual provincial estimates. Yearly operating 
averages such as average yearly mileage were 
calculated from the average number of vehicles 
registered during the twelve month period. All 
other operating ratios were obtained from the 
twelve month aggregates. 


Response 


During the year survey questionnaires were 
sent to the owners or operators of 17,060 motor 
vehicles. Of this number 8,388 were returned com- 
pleted and 3,920 vehicles were reported not used 


during the survey week. In addition 3,025 ques- 
tionnaires were returned with insufficient infor- 
mation and were therefore unusable. Non response 
to the survey totalled 1,727 or 10.1 per cent. 
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Review of Survey Results 


Excluding vehicles that do not perform 
transportation services, the average number of 
trucks registered in Quebec during the year was 
147,075. Of these 12,081 or 8.2 per cent were 
common or for-hire carriers; 36,895 or 25.1 per cent 
were private intercity vehicles; 65,564 or 44.6 per 
cent were private trucks operating predominantly 
within urban areas; and 32,535 or 22.1 per cent 
were private farm trucks. 


In the tables presented, blanks appear in a 
number of weight classifications where no vehicles 
were chosen in any of the quarterly sample selec- 
tions. It does not follow that there are no vehicles 
in the province belonging to these classifications. 


Section 1: Traffic Inside and Outside the Frovince 


Section 1 contains estimates of total traffic 
performed by all Quebec registered trucks both 
inside and outside the province. 


From the data presented in this section it may 
be observed that although for-hire vehicles were 
only 8.2 per cent of all trucks registered in 
Quebec, they accounted for 52.4 per cent of the 
total net ton miles performed during 1957. This 
results not only from the comparatively high 
average yearly inileage of for-hire trucks operating 
inside and outside of Quebec (21,500 as opposed 
to an average of 9,100 miles for all trucks) but 
also from the heavier average load carried (8.4 
tons aS compared with an average of 4.2 tons for 
all trucks). The heavier loads carried by for-hire 
trucks is to be expected since, as revealed in the 
appendix, nearly one-third of these vehicles have 
a gross vehicle weight of over 15 tons whereas 
only six per cent of all other classes combined are 
in this upper weight group. The predominance of 
heavier vehicles in the for-hire class also explains 
the low miles per gallon of gasoline ratio of 6.7 as 
compared with a ratio of 9.6 for all vehicles. 


Section 2: Traffic Within the Province 


This section presents estimates of traffic 
performed by Quebec registered trucks entirely 
inside the province excluding the ‘‘outside the 
province’’ portion of interprovincial and inter- 


national traffic as well as a small amount of traffic 
performed entirely outside the province. Comparing 
the data presented in Section 1 and Section 2, itis 
apparent that for-hire vehicles accumulated about 
40 per cent and private intercity about 7 per cent 
of their total net ton miles outside of Quebec. 


Section 3: Intraprovincial Traffic 


This section includes estimates of for-hire 
and private intercity operations originating and 
terminating entirely inside the boundaries of 
Quebec. It is significant to note that vehicles of 
over 15 tons accounted for 78.4 per cent of the 
total net ton miles performed by for-hire trucks 
and 58.0 per cent of the total performed by private 
intercity trucks in intraprovincial traffic. Of the 
total net ton miles performed by both for-hire and 
private intercity trucks, manufactured products 
accounted for 41.3 per cent. 


Section 4: Interprovincial and International Traffic 


Statistics of traffic performed by for-hire and 
private intercity trucks between Quebec and other 
provinces and the United States are included in 
this section, However, these interprovincial and 
international tables exclude traffic performed by 
Quebec registered road tractors which deliver 
their trailers within the province to border points 
for transfer to other tractors which, in turn, trans- 
port them through an adjoining province or state. 
On the present basis of sampling motor transport 
traffic, comparatively few Quebec registered trucks 
engaging in interprovincial and international traffic 
are included in these surveys and as a result 
wholly reliable estimates of such traffic have not 
been obtained. Hence the data in this section of 
the report should be used with considerable 
caution. 


These estimates indicate with some reason- 
ableness, however, that well over four-fifths of the 
total tons of goods carried by Quebec registered 
trucks in interprovincial and international traffic 
was with Ontario; and, that over two-fifths of the 
total net ton miles performed and about one-third 
of the revenue earned by for-hire vehicles was in 
interprovincial and international operations.

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INTRODUCTION 


The 1958 annual report of motor transport 
traffic in the Province of Quebec is based upon a 
sample of approximately 12 per cent of trucks reg- 
istered in the province. To allow for seasonal 
variations in traffic and to ensure that the selected 
vehicles represented current registrations, the 
sample was selected in four quarterly segments 
with approximately one-fourth of the total selected 
each quarter. Beginning in the second quarter of 
1958, each quarterly sample was spread over three 
survey weeks with one-third of the sample being 
used for a seven day period, Sunday through 
Saturday, per month. Previously each quarterly 
sample was concentrated in one survey week so 
that the total sample for the year was spread over 
only four weeks. Statistics compiled for 1958, 
therefore, have been based on surveys spread over 
ten weeks. As a result a much better representa- 
tion of truck traffic has been obtained. 


All trucks registered in the province are re- 
presented except: (a) those not engaged in trans- 
portation services; (b) military and other government- 
owned vehicles. Trailers as such were excluded 
from the sample, but details of tractor-trailer com- 
binations were obtained by including the power 
units or tractors in the survey. 


Vehicles in the sample are stratified by type 
of operation and by gross vehicle weight groups.’ 
The four functional categories used are: for-hire, 
private intercity, private urban and farm. For-hire 
vehicles are those operated for compensation or 
gain according to licence; private intercity vehi- 
cles are those owned and operated by firms and 
individuals on intercity routes to transport their 
own goods; private urban vehicles are those oper- 
ated predominantly within urban areas; and farm 
trucks are those operated by farmers primarily to 
transport farm produce and supplies. 


For-hire and farm trucks (‘‘L’’ and ‘‘N’’ li- 
cences) are the only classes to be registered 
separately in Quebec. Privately operated vehicles 
in the sample are classified as ‘‘intercity’’ and 
‘‘urban’’ on the basis of replies to the question- 
naires. 


Further information on the history and the 
organization of motor transport traffic surveys may 
be found in the report entitled ‘‘Motor Transport 
Traffic Statistics, National Estimates, 1957’’. 


Expansion of Survey Results 


The distribution of sample vehicles by gross 
vehicle weight groups and by type of operation was 
used to provide population estimates as at the time 
of the sample selection. Sample results were then 
expanded to represent the operations of all trucks 
registered in the province by multiplying the sample 


results by the inverse ratio of the sample to the 
population and by the ratio of three months to one 
week. The expanded data for each of the four 
quarterly segments were added together to obtain 
annual provincial estimates. 


Review of Survey Results 


Excluding vehicles which do not perform trans- 
portation services, the average number of trucks 
registered in Quebec during the year was 153,465. 
Of these, 13,461 or 8.8 per cent were for-hire car- 
riers; 32,818 or 21.4 per cent were private intercity 
vehicles; 71,685 or 46.7 per cent were private vehi- 
cles operating predominantly within urban areas; 
and 35,501 or 23.1 per cent were farm trucks. 


In the tables presented herein blanks appear 
in a number of weight classifications where no ve- 
hicles were chosen in any of the quarterly sample 
selections. It does not necessarily follow that there 
are no vehicles in the province belonging to these 
classifications. 


Section I: Traffic Inside and Outside the Province 


Section I contains estimates of total traffic 
performed by all Quebec registered trucks both 
inside and outside the province. 


Although comprising only 8.8 per cent of 
Quebec’s truck population, for-hire vehicles ac- 
counted for 53.7 per cent of total net ton miles and 
24.2 per cent of total tons of goods carried during 
1958. This results from the high average yearly 
mileage of these trucks, 21,700 as compared with 
9,300 miles for all trucks, and from the heavy aver- 
age load carried (9.1 tons as compared with 4.6 for 
all trucks). The heavier loads carried by for-hire 
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trucks are to be expected since slightly less than 
half of these vehicles have a gross weight of over 
10 tons. The predominance of heavier vehicles in 
the for-hire class also explains the low miles per 
gallon of gasoline estimate of 6.9 as compared with 
a ratio of 9.5 for all trucks. 


Some trucks in Quebec are used essentially for 
personal transportation. Such vehicles account for 
about 6 per cent of the total mileage travelled by 
Quebec registered trucks. 


Section II: Traffic Within the Province 


This section presents estimates of traffic per- 
formed by Quebec registered trucks entirely inside 
the province and excludes the ‘‘outside the province’’ 
portion of interprovincial and international traffic 
as well as any traffic performed entirely outside 
the province. Comparing the data in Section I and 
Section II it will be noted that for-hire vehicles 
accumulated 45.9 per cent and private intercity 
8.3 per cent of their total net ton miles outside 
of Quebec. 


Section III: Intraprovincial Traffic 


This section includes statistics of for-hire and 
private intercity operations originating and ter- 
minating entirely inside the boundaries of Quebec. 


It is estimated that of the total net ton miles 
performed by both for-hire and private intercity 
trucks, manufactured products accounted for 41.3 
and 43.4 per cent respectively of the commodities 
carried. 


Section IV: Interprovincial and International Traffic 


Estimates indicate that over four-fifths of the 
total tons of goods carried by Quebec registered 
for-hire trucks in interprovincial and international 
traffic was transferred to or from Ontario; and, that 
more than two-fifths of the total net ton miles per- 
formed and one-third of the revenue earned by for- 
hire trucks was in interprovincial and international 
traffic. 


Appendix 1 


During the year survey questionnaires were 
sent to the owners or operators of 17,829 trucks. 
Of this number 8,260 questionnaires were returned 
completed and 3,714 trucks were reported not used 
during the survey week. In addition 3,604 question- 
naires were returned with insufficient information. 
Non-response totalled 2,251 or 12.6 per cent. 


Reliability of Motor Transport Traffic Statistics 


(a) Non-Sampling Variability 


A certain amount of variance in motor transport 
traffic statistics will arise from non-sampling 
factors including improper reporting by the respond- 
ent due to misinterpretation of questions or deli- 
berate mis-statements. Also, the respondent may 
not keep accurate records of traffic performed. The 
effect of these factors cannot be measured without 
a further follow-up and re-enumeration of the statis- 
tics reported. 


(b) Sampling Variability 


Estimates of the sampling error have, however, 
been calculated for the following class totals (see 
Appendix 2): (1) mileage travelled (2) weight of 


goods carried (3) net ton miles and (4) revenue 
earned. These calculations have been made using a 
confidence limit of two standard deviations (i.e. 
allowing 95 out of 100 chances that the stated range 
contains the true value). The stability of the data 
varies according to the type of statistics involved 
and the number of trucks reporting in each category. 
Hence statistics of class totals are considered more 
reliable than those for any particular weight group. 
Of the various types of data presented, the most 
stable statistics were ‘‘total mileage travelled’’ 
while variability seemed greatest for ‘‘weight of 
goods carried’’. This is understandable when we 
consider that trucks may travel with little or no 
load so that there is a naturally wide range of 
weights carried.

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INTRODUCTION 


The 1959 annual report of motor transport 
traffic in the Province of Quebec is based upon a 
sample of approximately 11 per cent of trucks 
registered in the province. To allow for seasonal 
variations in traffic and to ensure that the selected 
vehicles represented current registrations the 
sample was selected in four quarterly segments 
with approximately one fourth of the total selected 
each quarter. Each quarterly sample was spread 
over three survey weeks with one third of the sample 
being used for a seven day period, Sunday through 
Saturday, per month. The surveys were therefore 
spread over twelve weeks during the year. 


All trucks registered in the province are rep- 
resented except: (a) those not engaged in transpor- 
tation services; and (b) military and other govern- 
ment-owned vehicles. Trailers as such were excluded 
from the sample, but details of tractor-trailer com- 
binations were obtained by including the power 
units or tractors in the survey. 


Vehicles in the sample are stratified by type 
of operation and by gross vehicle weight group. The 
four functional categories used are: for hire, private 
intercity, private urban and farm. For hire vehicles 
are those operated for compensation or gain ac- 
cording to licence; private intercity vehicles are 
those owned and operated by firms and individuals 
on intercity routes to transport their own goods; 
private urban vehicles are those operated only 
Within urban areas; and farm trucks are those 
operated by farmers primarily to transport farm 
produce and supplies. 


In this report vehicles have been classified 
into the four functional categories as follows: 


For hire — ‘‘L”’ licensed vehicles oper- 
ated in intercity service and/ 


or urban areas, 


Private intercity — ‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles oper- 
ated beyond urban areas. 


Private urban — ‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles oper- 


ated only within urban areas. | 


Farm — ‘‘N’’ licensed vehicles. - 


Since Quebec motor vehicles are licensed on a 
tare weight basis, it was necessary to estimate 
equivalent gross vehicle weights to provide com- 
parability with other annual provincial reports. For 
each truck in the sample the gross vehicle weight 
was estimated from the recorded tare weight and 
either the estimated carrying capacity or the weight 
of the heaviest load carried. The gross vehicle 
weight of each tractor-trailer combination was esti- 
mated from the tare weight of the tractor, the esti- 
mated tare weight of the trailer plus the weight of 
the heaviest load carried. It is emphasized that 
this method provides only approximately equivalent 
gross vehicle weights and therefore exact provincial 
comparability of the weight group classification 
cannot be assured. 


Further information on the history and the 
organization of motor transport traffic surveys may 
be found in the reports entitled ‘‘Motor Transport 
Traffic, National Estimates’’, catalogue no. 53-207, 
for 1957 and 1958. 


Expansion of Survey Results 


Prior to 1959 the distribution of sample vehi- 
cles by gross vehicle weight group and by type of 
operation was used to provide population estimates 
as at the time of the sample selection. Sample 
results were then expanded to represent the opera- 
tions of all trucks registered in the province by 
multiplying the sample results by the inverse ratio 
of the sample to the population and by the ratio of 
three months to one week. The expanded data for 
each of the four quarterly segments were added to- 
gether to obtain annual provincial estimates. 


To improve the accuracy of the provincial 
estimates, it was decided to use, for 1959, the peak 
registration population in calculating the blow-up 
factor rather than the population as at four different 
periods during the year. 


Unfortunately time has not permitted calcula- 
tions of the reliability of these estimates similar to 
those published in the 1958 report. It should also 
be noted that the section dealing exclusively with 
trips originating and terminating within the province 
has been omitted from this report for purposes of 
simplification. 


Review of Survey Results 


The estimated population of trucks performing 
transportation services in Quebec during the year 
rose 2.8 per cent to 157,764 from 153,465 in 1958. Of 
these 13,968 or 8.8 per cent were for hire trucks; 
33,927 or 21.5 per cent were private intercity vehi- 
cles; 74,109 or 47.0 per cent were private vehicles 
operating wholly within urban areas; and 35,760 or 
22.7 per cent were farm trucks. 


In the following tables blanks appear for some 
breakdowns of diesel fuel and other fuel by type of 
operation and by gross vehicle weight. In most of 
these instances no vehicles were chosen belonging 
to these classifications in any of the quarterly 
sample selections. However in one or two cases a 
few vehicles were selected but the data collected 
were considered too unreliable to publish. Even 
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where no vehicles were selected it does not neces- 
sarily follow that there were no vehicles in the prov- 
ince belonging to these classifications. 


Section I: Traffic Inside and Outside the Province 


Section I contains estimates of total traffic 
performed both inside and outside the province by 
Quebec registered trucks. 


Although comprising only 8.8 per cent of 
Quebec’s truck population, for hire vehicles ac- 
counted for 54.6 per cent of the total net ton miles 
and 25.2 per cent of the total tons of goods carried 
during 1959. This results from the high average 
yearly mileage of these trucks, 20,900 miles as 
compared with 9,000 miles for all trucks, and from 
the heavy average load carried of 9.1 tons com- 
pared to 4.5 tons for all trucks. Since almost one 
half of all for hire vehicles have a gross vehicle 
weight of over 10 tons the heavier loads carried by 
these trucks are to be expected. The predominance 
of heavier vehicles in the for hire class also ex- 
plains the low estimate of miles per ‘gallon of 
gasoline, 6.5 compared with 9.4 for all trucks. 


It is estimated that 8 per cent of the total net 
ton miles performed by Quebec registered for hire 
trucks was in urban operations. 


Some trucks in Quebec under 10,000 lb. gross 
vehicle weight are used essentially for personal 
transportation. Such vehicles accounted for about 
7 per cent of the total mileage travelled by Quebec 
registered trucks. 


Section II: Traffic Within the Province 


This section presents estimates of traffic per- 
formed by Quebec registered trucks entirely inside 
the province and excludes the ‘‘outside the prov- 
ince’’ portion of interprovincial and international 
traffic as well as any traffic performed entirely 
outside the province. Comparing the data in Section I 
and Section II it will be noted that for hire vehicles 
accumulated 48.8 per cent and private intercity 10.3 
per cent of their total net ton miles outside Quebec. 


Section Ill: Interprovincial and International Traffic 


Interprovincial and international traffic ac- 
counted for a significant proportion of the total 
traffic performed by for hire vehicles, representing 
approximately one third of the total net ton miles 
performed and one fourth of the revenue earned by | 
these vehicles. Over four fifths of the total tons of 
goods carried in this type of traffic by Quebec 
registered for hire trucks was transported to or from 
Ontario and one tenth to or from the United States. 


Appendix 


During the year survey questionnaires were 
sent to the owners or operators of 17,974 trucks. 
Of this number 7,173 were returned completed and 


4,209 trucks were reported not used during the sur- 
vey week. The remaining 6,592 were either returned 
incomplete and unusable or not returned at all.

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INTRODUCTION 


The 1960 annual report of motor transport 
traffic in the Province of Quebec is based upon a 
sample of approximately 12 per cent of trucks 
registered in the province. To allow for seasonal 
variations in traffic and to ensure that the selected 
vehicles represented current registrations the 
sample was selected in four quarterly segments 
with approximately one fourth of the total selected 
each quarter. Each quarterly sample was spread 
over three survey weeks with one third of the 
sample being used for a seven day period, Sunday 
through Saturday, per month. The surveys were 
therefore spread over twelve weeks during the year. 


All trucks registered in the province are 
represented except: (a) those not engaged in trans- 
portation services; and (b) military and other 
government-owned vehicles. Trailers as such were 
excluded from the sample, but details of tractor- 
trailer combinations were obtained by including 
the power units or tractors in the survey. 


Vehicles in the sample are stratified by type 
of operation and by gross vehicle weight group. 
The four functional categories used are: for hire, 
private intercity, private urban and farm. For hire 
vehicles are those operated for compensation: or 
gain according to licence; private intercity vehi- 
cles are those owned and operated by firms and 
individuals on intercity routes to transport their 
own goods; private urban vehicles are those 
operated only within urban areas; and farm trucks 
are those operated by farmers primarily to transport 
farm produce and supplies. 


In this report vehicles have been classified 
into the four functional] categories as follows: 


—‘‘LL’’ licensed vehicles op- 
erated in intercity service 
and/or urban areas. 


For hire 


Private intercity—‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles op- 
erated beyond urban areas. 


Private urban —‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles op- 
erated only within urban 
areas. 


Farm —‘‘N’’ licensed vehicles. 

Since Quebec motor vehicles are licensed on a 
tare weight basis, it was necessary to estimate 
equivalent gross vehicle weights to provide com- 
parability with other annual provincial reports. 
For each truck in the sample the gross vehicle 
weight was estimated from the recorded tare weight 
and either the estimated carrying capacity or the 
weight of the heaviest load carried. The gross 
vehicle weight of each tractor-trailer combination 
was estimated from the tare weight of the tractor, 
the estimated tare weight of the trailer plus the 
weight of the heaviest load carried. It is empha- 
sized that this method provides only approximately 
equivalent gross vehicle weights and therefore 
exact provincial comparability of the weight group 
classification cannot be assured. 


Further information on the history and the 
Organization of motor transport traffic surveys may 
be found in the reports entitled ‘‘Motor Transport 
Traffic, National Estimates’’, catalogue no. 53-207, 
for 1957, 1958 and 1959. 


Expansion of Survey Results 


Prior to 1959 the distribution of sample vehi- 
cles by gross vehicle weight group and by type of 
operation was used to provide population esti- 
mates as at the time of the sample selection. 
Sample results were then expanded to represent 
the operations of all trucks registered in the prov- 
ince by multiplying the sample results by the 
inverse ratio of the sample to the population and 
by the ratio of three months to one week. The ex- 
panded data for each of the four quarterly segments 
were added together to obtain annual provincial 
estimates. 


Using this method it was found that in some 
provinces the truck population varied greatly from 
quarter to quarter. In many cases these changes 
were not due to an increase or decrease in the 


actual truck population but were merely the result 
of the sample being chosen from an incomplete set 
of registration files. 


To improve the accuracy of the provincial 
estimates the sample results, since 1959, have 
been blown up to represent the characteristics of a 
constant average population throughout the year 
rather than the population as at four different 
periods during the year. For this purpose the peak 
quarterly registration population of the preceding 
year is deemed to be the average population for 
the current year. The breakdown of the average 
population into classes and gross vehicle weight 
groups is based upon the distribution reported in 
the whole of the previous year. 
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Review of Survey Results 


The estimated population of trucks performing 
transportation services in Quebec during the year 
rose 4.9 per cent to 165,500 from 157,764 in 1959. 
Of these 13,700 or 8.3 per cent were for hire 
trucks; 29,353 or 17.7 per cent were private inter- 
city vehicles; 86,947 or 52.5 per cent were private 
vehicles operating wholly within urban areas; and 
35,500 or 21.5 per cent were farm trucks. 


In the following tables blanks appear for some 
breakdowns of diesel fuel and other fuel by type 
of operation and by gross vehicle weight. In most 
of these instances no vehicles were chosen belong- 
ing to these classifications in any of the quarterly 
sample selections. However in one or two cases a 
few vehicles were selected but the data collected 
were considered too unreliable to publish. Even 
where no vehicles were selected it does not neces- 
sarily follow that there were no vehicles in the 
province belonging to these classifications. 


Section I: Traffic Inside and Outside the Province 


Section I contains estimates of total traffic 
performed both inside and outside the province by 
Quebec registered trucks. 


A new table has been added to this section 
which summarizes for the year the quarterly com- 
modity tables included in the quarterly report 
‘*Motor Transport Traffic, National Estimates’’, 
catalogue no. 53-004. 


Although comprising only 8.3 per cent of 
Quebec’s truck population, for hire vehicles ac- 
counted for 55.0 per cent of the total net ton miles 
and 25.9 per cent of the total tons of goods carried 
during 1960. This results from the high average 
yearly mileage of these trucks, 21,100 miles as 
compared with 8,800 miles for all trucks, and from 
the heavy average load carried of 8.3 tons compared 
to 4.1 tons for all trucks. Since almost one half 
of all for hire vehicles have a gross vehicle weight 


of over 10 tons the heavier loads carried by these 
trucks are to be expected. The predominance of 
heavier vehicles in the for hire class also ex- 
plains the low estimate of miles per gallon of 
gasoline, 6.7 compared with 9.6 for all trucks. It 
is estimated that urban operations accounted for 
10.2 per cent of the total net ton miles performed 
by Quebec registered for hire trucks and 3.4 per 
cent of the total net ton miles performed by private 
intercity vehicies. 


Some trucks in Quebec under 10,000 Ib. gross 
vehicle weight are used essentially for personal] 
transportation. Such vehicles accounted for about 
10 per cent of the total mileage travelled by Quebec 
registered trucks. 


Section If: Traffic Within the Province 


This section presents estimates of traffic 
performed by Quebec registered trucks entirely 
inside the province and excludes the ‘‘outside 
the province’’ portion of interprovincial and inter- 
national traffic as well as any traffic performed 
entirely outside the province. Comparing the data 
in Section I and Section II it will be noted that for 
hire vehicles accumulated 41.9 per cent and 
private intercity 9.3 per cent of their total net ton 
miles outside Quebec. 


Section MM: Interprovincial and International Traffic 


Interprovincial and international traffic ac- 
counted for a Significant proportion of the total] 
traffic performed by for hire vehicles, representing 
approximately one third of the total net ton miles~ 
performed and one sixth of the revenue earned by 
these vehicles. Over two thirds of the total tons 
of goods carried in this type of traffic by Quebec 
registered for hire trucks was transported to or 
from Ontario and one fifth to or from the United 
States. 


Appendix 


During the year survey questionnaires were 
sent to the owners or operators of 19,307 trucks. 
Of this number 8,611 were returned completed and 
4,748 trucks were reported not used during the 


survey week, The remaining 5,948 were either 
returned incomplete and unusable or not returned 
at all.

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INTRODUCTION 


The 1961 annual report of motor transport traffic 
in the Province of Quebec is based upon a sample 
of approximately 11 per cent of trucks registered in 
the province. To allow for seasonal variations in 
traffic and to ensure that the selected vehicles 
represented current registrations the sample was 
selected in four quarterly segments with approxi- 
mately one fourth of the total selected each quarter. 
Each quarterly sample was spread over three survey 
weeks with one third of the sample being used for a 
seven day period, Sunday through Saturday, per 
month. The surveys were therefore spread over 
twelve weeks during the year. 


All trucks registered in the province are repre- 
sented except: (a) those not engaged in transporta- 
tion services; and (b) military and other government- 
owned vehicles. Trailers as such were excluded 
from the sample, but details of tractor-trailer com- 
binations were obtained by including the power 
units or tractors in the survey. 


Vehicles in the sample are stratified by type of 
operation and by gross vehicle weight group. The 
four functional categories used are: for hire, private 
intercity, private urban and farm. For hire vehicles 
are those operated for compensation or gain accord- 
ing to licence; private intercity vehicles are those 
owned and operated by firms and individuals on 
intercity routes to transport their own goods; private 
urban vehicles are those operated only within urban 
areas; and farm trucks are those operated by farmers 
primarily to transport farm produce and supplies. 


In this report vehicles have been classified 
into the four functional categories as follows: 
For hire —“L” licensed vehicles 
operated in intercity service 

and/or urban areas. 


Private intercity —‘‘F”’’ licensed vehicles 
operated beyond urban areas. 

Private urban —‘(p licensed vehicles 
operated only within urban 
areas. 

Farm eI 2 licensed vehicles. 


Since Quebec motor vehicles are licensed on a 
tare weight basis, it was necessary to estimate 
equivalent gross vehicle weights to provide com- 
parability with other annual provincial reports. For 
each truck in the sample the gross vehicle weight 
was estimated from the recorded tare weight and 
either the estimated carrying capacity or the weight 
of the heaviest load carried. The gross vehicle 
weight of each tractor-trailer combination was esti- 
mated from the tare weight of the tractor, the esti- 
mated tare weight of the trailer plus the weight of 
the heaviest load carried. It is emphasized that 
this method provides only approximately equivalent 
gross vehicle weights and therefore exact provincial 
comparability of the weight group classification 
cannot be assured. 


For the first time statistics are included in this 
report for the weight group 50,001 lb. and over, see 
Table 3. This information was made available due 
to an increase in gross vehicle weight limits per- 
mitted for the year 1961. 


Further information on the history and the 
organization of motor transport traffic surveys may 
be found in the reports entitled ‘‘Motor Transport 
Traffic, National Estimates’’, catalogue no. 53-207, 
for 1957 to 1960. 


Expansion of Survey Results 


As this survey is conducted on a sample basis 
the data obtained for the vehicles included in the 
sample have to be expanded to represent the traffic 
of the total truck population. The methods used in 
this expansion of theraw data have been continually 
improved. Current procedures are: 

1. A truck population has to be determined. As each 
sample is selected quarterly the number of trucks 
chosen in each sample multiplied by the inverse 
of the sample selection ratio provides an esti- 
mated quarterly population. Prior to 1959 the 
data for each quarterly sample were expanded to 
represent the total traffic of the estimated popu- 
lation of the same quarter. In 1959, however, it 
was decided that it would be preferable to ex- 
pand data for the four quarterly surveys using a 
constant population. This constant population 
would be the peak quarterly population of the 
previous year calculated by multiplying the 
sample in each quarter by the inverse of the 
sample selection ratios. 

2. The constant population has to be broken down 
into gross vehicle weight groups and functions. 
This is already partially done as sample selec- 
tions are stratified by weight group. Therefore it 


is only necessary to multiply the sample in each 
weight group by the inverse of the appropriate 
selection ratio to arrive at a quarterly population 
broken down by weight group. The four quarterly 
populations by gross vehicle weight are added 
together and an average weight group distribution 
for the year is computed. This weight group 
distribution is applied to the constant population. 
The population then has to be distributed by 
function. The average distribution of ‘‘L’’ and 
‘“*N’’ licensed vehicles for the four quarterly 
sample populations of the previous year are used 
as an estimate of the for hire and farm truck 
populations respectively. The average distribu- 
tion obtained from the previous year’s completed 
questionnaires is used to segregate ‘‘F’’ licensed 
vehicles into either the private intercity or 
private urban category. The above procedure was 
introduced in 1959. Prior to that year the distribu- 
tion by function was determined for each quarter 
separately. 

3. When the constant population has been calculated 
and broken down by function and gross vehicle 
weight group, it is necessary to allocate vehicles 
included in current surveys in the same manner. 
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4. Expansion ratios for each gross vehicle weight 
group of each functional category are then calcu- 
lated by determining for each breakdown the 
number of vehicles for which completed question- 
naires were received or which were not in use 
during the survey period and dividing this sum 
into the constant population. 


5. As the survey results for sample vehicles relate 
to one week’s operations the expansion ratios 
calculated in (4) have to be multiplied by 13 to 
cover the three month period. 


6. The expanded data for the four quarters are added 
together to arrive at an annual total.

Review of 


The estimated population of trucks performing 
transportation services in Quebec during the year 
rose 7.4 per cent to 177,700 from 165,500 in 1960. 
Of these 14,800 or 8.3 per cent were for hire trucks; 
34,684 or 19.5 per cent were private intercity ve- 
hicles; 87,816 or 49.4 per cent were private vehicles 
operating wholly within urban areas; and 40,400 or 
22.8 per cent were farm trucks. 


In the following tables blanks appear for some 
breakdowns of diesel fuel and other fuel by type of 
operation and by gross vehicle weight. In most of 
these instances no vehicles were chosen belonging 
to these classifications in any of the quarterly 
sample selections. However in one or two cases a 
few vehicles were selected but the data collected 
were considered too unreliable to publish. Even 
where no vehicles were selected it does not neces- 
sarily follow that there were no vehicles in the 
province belonging to these classifications. 


Section I: Traffic Inside and Outside the Province 


Section I contains estimates of total traffic 
performed both inside and outside the province by 
Quebec registered trucks. 


Although comprising only 8.3 per cent of 
Quebec’s truck population, for hire vehicles ac- 
counted for 52.3 per cent of the total net ton miles 
and 26.0 per cent of the total tons of goods carried 
during 1961. This results from the high average 
yearly mileage of these trucks 20,300 miles as 
compared with 8,700 miles for all trucks, and from 
the heavy average load carried of 8.3 tons compared 
to 4.0 tons for all trucks. Since almost one half of 
all for hire vehicles have a gross vehicle weight 
of over ten tons the heavier loads carried by these 
trucks are to be expected. The predominance of 


influence comparisons of data between years the 
effects should not be overly significant. In addition 
it is emphasized that since the statistics contained 
in this report are calculated from a sample survey 
they are only estimates and not actual figures. 


It should be noted that in 1961 the description 
of commodities transported by trucks was changed 
to conform with the revised ‘‘Standard Commodity 
Classification’’ produced by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. Formerly commodities were classified 
according to the ‘‘Railway Freight Commodity Sta- 
tistics Classification’. The change will enable 
these data to be compared more easily with other 
commodity data produced by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics.

heavier vehicles in the for hire class also explains 
the low estimate of miles per gallon of gasoline 6.5 
compared with 9.3 for all trucks. It is estimated that 
urban operations accounted for 10.9 per cent of the 
total net ton miles performed by Quebec registered 
for hire trucks and 3.7 per cent of the total net ton 
miles performed by private intercity vehicles. 


Some trucks in Quebec under 10,000 lb. gross 
vehicle weight are used essentially for personal 
transportation. Such vehicles accounted for about 
8 per cent of the total mileage travelled by Quebec 
registered trucks. 


Section II: Traffic Within the Province 


This section presents estimates of traffic 
performed by Quebec registered trucks entirely 
inside the province and excludes the ‘‘outside the 
province’’ portion ofinterprovincial and international 
traffic as well as any traffic performed entirely 
outside the province. Comparing the data in Section 
I and Section II it will be noted that for hire ve- 
hicles accumulated 34.8 per cent and private inter- 
city 7.8 per cent of their total net ton miles out- 
side Quebec. 


Section IM: Interprovincial and International Traffic 


Interprovincial and international traffic ac- 
counted for a Significant proportion of the total 
traffic performed by for hire vehicles, representing 
approximately one third of the total net ton miles 
performed and one sixth of the revenue earned by 
these vehicles. Almost three quarters of the total 
tons of goods carried in this type of traffic by 
Quebec registered for hire trucks was transported to 
or from Ontario and one sixth to or from the United 
States. 


Appendix 


During the year survey questionnaires were 
sent to the owners or operators of 19,144 trucks. Of 
this number 8,703 were returned completed and 
4,511 trucks were reported not used during the 


survey week. The remaining 5,930 were either 
returned incomplete and unusable or not returned 
at all.

INTRODUCTION 


The 1962 annual report of motor transport traffic 
in the Province of Quebec is based upon a sample 
of approximately 11 per cent of trucks registered in 
the province. To allow for seasonal variations in 
traffic and to ensure that the selected vehicles 
represented current registrations the sample was 
selected in four quarterly segments with approxi- 
mately one fourth of the total selected each quarter. 
Each quarterly sample was spread over three survey 
weeks with one third of the sample being used for a 
seven day period, Sunday through Saturday, per 
month. The surveys were therefore spread over 
twelve weeks during the year. 


All trucks registered in the province are repre- 
sented except: (a) those not engaged in transporta- 
tion services; and (b) military and other government- 
owned vehicles. Trailers aS such were excluded 
from the sample, but details of tractor-trailer com- 
binations were obtained by including the power 
units or tractors in the survey. 


Vehicles in the sample are stratified by type of 
operation and by gross vehicle weight group. The 
four functional categories used are: for hire, private 
intercity, private urban and farm. For hire vehicles 
are those operated for compensation or gain accord- 
ing to licence; private intercity vehicles are those 
owned and operated by firms and individuals on 
intercity routes to transport their own goods; private 
urban vehicles are those operated only within urban 
areas; and farm trucks are those operated by farmers 
primarily to transport farm produce and supplies. 

In this report vehicles have been classified 
into the four functional categories as follows: 

For hire Se) ye licensed vehicles 

operated in intercity service 
and/or urban areas. 


Private intercity —‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles 
operated beyond urban areas. 


Private urban —‘‘R, licensed vehicles 
operated only within urban 
areas. 

Farm —‘‘N’”?’ licensed vehicles. 


Since Quebec motor vehicles are licensed on a 
tare weight basis, it was necessary to estimate 
equivalent gross vehicle weights to provide com- 
parability with other annual provincial reports. For 
each truck in the sample the gross vehicle weight 
was estimated from the recorded tare weight and 
either the estimated carrying capacity or the weight 
of the heaviest load carried. The gross vehicle 
weight of each tractor-trailer combination was esti- 
mated from the tare weight of the tractor, the esti- 
mated tare weight of the trailer plus the weight of 
the heaviest load carried. It is emphasized that 
this method provides only approximately equivalent 
gross vehicle weights and therefore exact provincial 
comparability of the weight group classification 
cannot be assured. 


For the first time statistics are included in this 
report for the weight group 50,001 lb. and over, see 
Table 3. This information was made available due 
to an increase in gross vehicle weight limits per- 
mitted for the year 1961. 


Further information on the history and the 
organization of motor transport traffic surveys may 
be found in the reports entitled ‘‘Motor Transport 
Traffic, National Estimates’’, Catalogue No. 53-207, 
for 1957 to 1961. 


Expansion of Survey Results 


As this survey is conducted on a sample basis 
the data obtained for the vehicles included in the 
sample have to be expanded to represent the traffic 
of the total truck population. The methods used in 
this expansion of theraw data have been continually 
improved. Current procedures are: 


1. A truck population has to be determined. As each 
sample is selected quarterly the number of trucks 
chosen in each sample multiplied by the inverse 
of the sample selection ratio provides an esti- 
mated quarterly population. Prior to 1959 the 
data for each quarterly sample were expanded to 
represent the total traffic of the estimated popu- 
lation of the same quarter. In 1959, however, it 
was decided that it would be preferable to ex- 
pand data for the four quarterly surveys using a 
constant population. This constant population 
would be the peak quarterly population of the 
previous year calculated by multiplying the 
sample in each quarter by the inverse of the 
sample selection ratios. 


2. The constant population has to be broken down 
into gross vehicle weight groups and functions. 
This is already partially done as sample selec- 
tions are stratified by weight group. Therefore it 
is only necessary to multiply the sample in each 
weight group by the inverse of the appropriate 
selection ratio to arrive at a quarterly population 
broken down by weight group. The four quarterly 
populations by gross vehicle weight are added 
together and an average weight group distribution 
for the year is computed. This weight group 
distribution is applied to the constant population. 
The population then has to be distributed by 
function. The average distribution of ‘‘L’’ and 
‘*N’’ licensed vehicles for the four quarterly 
sample populations of the previous year are used 
as an estimate of the for hire and farm truck 
populations respectively. The average distribu- 

_ tion obtained from the previous year’s completed 
questionnaires is used to segregate ‘‘F’’ licensed 
vehicles into either the private intercity or 
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private urban category. The above procedure was 
introduced in 1959. Prior to that year the distribu- 
tion by function was determined for each quarter 
separately. 


3. When the constant population has been calculated 
and broken down by function and gross vehicle 
weight group, it is necessary to allocate vehicles 
included in current surveys in the same manner. 


4. Expansion ratios for each gross vehicle weight 
group of each functional category are then calcu- 
lated by determining for each breakdown the 
number of vehicles for which completed question- 
naires were received or which were not in use 
during the survey period and dividing this sum 
into the constant population. 


5. As the survey results for sample vehicles relate 
to one week’s operations the expansion ratios 
calculated in (4) have to be multiplied by 13 to 
cover the three month period. 


6. The expanded data for the four quarters are added 
together to arrive at an annual total. 


While the changes and improvements in methods 
of compilation mentioned above will to some extent 
influence comparisons of data between years the 
effects should not be overly significant. In addition 
it is emphasized that since the statistics contained 
in this report are calculated from a sample survey 
they are only estimates and not actual figures. 


It should be noted that in 1961 the description 
of commodities transported by trucks was changed 
to conform with the revised ‘‘Standard Commodity 
Classification’’ produced by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. Formerly commodities were classified 
according to the ‘‘Railway Freight Commodity Sta- 
tistics Classification’’. The change will enable 
these data to be compared more easily with other 
commodity data produced by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 


Review of Survey Results 


The estimated population of trucks perfcriming 
transportation services in Quebec during the vear 
rose 7.5 per cent to 191,000 from 177,700 in 1961. 
Of these 16,000 or 8.8 per cent were for hire trucks; 
38,379 or 20.1 per cent were private intercity vehic- 
les; 96,721 or 50.6 per cent were private vehicles 
operating wholly within urban areas; and 39,290 or 
20.5 per cent were farm trucks. 


In the following tables blanks appear for some 
breakdowns of diesel fuel and other fuel by type of 
operation and by gross vehicle weight. In most of 
these instances no vehicles were chosen belonging 
to these classifications in any of the quarterly 
sample selections. However in one or two cases a 
few vehicles were selected but the data collected 
were considered too unreliable to publish. Even 
where no venicles were selected it does not neces- 
sarily follow that there were no vehicles in the 
province belonging to these classifications. 


Section I: Traffic Inside and Outside the Province 


fection I contains estimates of total traffic 
performed both inside and outside the province by 
Quebec registered trucks. 


Although comprising only 8.8 per cent of 
Quebec’s truck population, forhire vehicles account- 
ed for 54.5 per cent of the total net ton miles and 
27.2 per cent of the total tons of goods carried 
during 1962. This results from the high average 
yearly mileage of these trucks 19,500 miles as 
compared with 8,900 miles for all trucks, and from 
the heavy average load carried of 8.2 tons compared 
to 4.2 tons for all trucks. Since almost one half of 
all for hire vehicles have a gross vehicle weight of 


over ten tons the heavier loads carried by these 
trucks are to be expected. The predominance of 
heavier vehicles in the for hire class alSo explains 
the low estimate of miles per gallon of gasoline 6.5 
compared with 9.5 for all trucks. It is estimated that 
urban operations accounted for 12.9 per cent of the 
total net ton miles performed by Quebec registered 
for hire trucks and 4.6 per cent of the total net ton 
miles performed by private intercity vehicles. 


From the month of April until mid-July 1962 
many major Quebec for hire carriers were involved 
in a labour dispute and virtually ceased operations 
during this period. The effects of this dispute are 
not too noticeable on the annual totals as the 
results for the remainder of the year were extremely 
good. This was to be expected as the economy was 
very buoyant throughout the year with the Gross 
National Product rising 8.0 per cent. 


Some trucks in Quebec under 10,000 lb. gross 
vehicle weight are used essentially for personal 
transportation. Such vehicles accounted for about 
13 per cent of the total mileage travelled by Quebec 
registered trucks, 


Section II: Traffic Within the Province 


This section presents estimates of traffic per- 
formed by Quebec registered trucks entirely inside 
the province and excludes the ‘‘outside the prov- 
ince’’ portion of the interprovincial and international 
traffic as well as any traffic performed entirely 
outside the province. Comparing the data in Section 
I and Section II it will be noted that for hire vehicles 
accumulated 32.8 per cent and private intercity 7.9 
per cent of their total net ton miles outside Quebec.

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Section JII: Interprovincial and International Traffic 


Interprovincial and international traffic account- 
ed for a Significant proportion of the total traffic 
performed by for hire vehicles, representing approxi- 
mately one third of the total net ton miles performed 


and one seventh of the revenue earned by these 
vehicles. Almost three quarters of the total tons of 
goods carried in this type of traffic by Quebec 
registered for hire trucks was transported to or from 
Ontario and one sixth to or from the United States. 


Appendix 


During the year survey questionnaires were 
sent to the owners or operators of 21,737 trucks. Of 
this number 9,884 were returned completed and 
6,028 trucks were reported not used during the 


survey week. The remaining 5,825 were either 
returned incomplete and unusable or not returned at 
all.

INTRODUCTION 


The 1963 annual report of motor transport traffic 
in the Province of Quebec is based upon a sample 
of approximately 10 per cent of trucks registered in 
the province. To allow for seasonal variations in 
traffic and to ensure that the selected vehicles 
represented current registrations the sample was 
selected in four quarterly segments with approxi- 
mately one fourth of the total selected each quarter, 
Each quarterly sample was spread over three survey 
weeks with one third of the sample being used for a 
seven day period, Sunday through Saturday, per 
month, The surveys were therefore spread over 
twelve weeks during the year, 


All trucks registered in the province are repre- 
sented except: (a) those not engaged in transporta- 
tion services; and (b) military and other government- 
owned vehicles. Trailers as such were excluded 
from the sample, but details of tractor-trailer com- 
binations were obtained by including the power 
units or tractors in the survey, 


Vehicles in the sample are stratified by type of 
operation and by gross vehicle weight group. The 
four functional categories used are: for hire, private 
intercity, private urban and farm. For hire vehicles 
are those operated for compensation or gain accord- 
ing to licence; private intercity vehicles are those 
owned and operated by firms and individuals on 
intercity routes to transport their own goods; private 
urban vehicles are those operated only within urban 
areas; and farm trucks are those operated by farmers 
primarily to transport farm produce and supplies. 


In this report vehicles have been classified 
into the four functional categories as follows: 


For hire — “L,’’ licensed vehicles 
operated in intercity service 
and/or urban areas, 


Private intercity — ‘‘F’’ licensed vehicles 
operated beyond urban areas. 

Private urban — ‘F’’ licensed vehicles 
operated only within urban 
areas, 

Farm — ‘‘N’’ licensed vehicles. 


Since Quebec motor vehicles are licensed on a 
tare weight basis, it was necessary to estimate 
equivalent gross vehicle weights to provide com- 
parability with other annual provincial reports. For 
each truck in the sample the gross vehicle weight 
was estimated from the recorded tare weight and 
either the estimated carrying capacity or the weight 
of the heaviest load carried. The gross vehicle 
weight of each tractor-trailer combination was esti- 
mated from the tare weight of the tractor, the esti- 
mated tare weight of the trailer plus the weight of 
the heaviest load carried. It is emphasized that 
this method provides only approximately equivalent 
gross vehicle weights and therefore exact provincial 
comparability of the weight group classification 
cannot be assured, 


Further information on the history and the 
organization of motor transport traffic surveys may 
be found in the reports entitled ‘‘Motor Transport 
Traffic, National Estimates’’, Catalogue No. 53-207, 
for 1957 to 1962, 


Expansion of Survey Results 


As this survey is conducted on a sample basis 
the data obtained for the vehicles included in the 
sample have to be expanded to represent the traffic 
of the total truck population. The methods used in 
this expansion of the raw data have been continually 
improved, Current procedures are: 


1. A truck population has to be determined. As each 
sample is selected quarterly the number of trucks 
chosen in each sample multiplied by the inverse 
of the sample selection ratio provides an esti- 
mated quarterly population. Prior to 1959 the 
data for each quarterly sample were expanded to 
represent the total traffic of the estimated popu- 
lation of the same quarter. In 1959, however, it 
was decided that it would be preferable to ex- 
pand data for the four quarterly surveys using a 
constant population. This constant population 
would be the peak quarterly population of the 
previous year calculated by multiplying the 
sample in each quarter by the inverse of the 
sample selection ratios. 


2. The constant population has to be broken down 
into gross vehicle weight groups and functions. 
This is already partially done as sample selec- 
tions are stratified by weight group. Therefore it 
is only necessary to multiply the sample in each 
weight group by the inverse of the appropriate 
selection ratio to arrive at a quarterly population 
broken down by weight group. The four quarterly 
populations by gross vehicle weight are added 
together and an average weight group distribution 
for the year is computed. This weight group 
distribution is applied to the constant population. 
The population then has to be distributed by 
function. The average distribution of ‘‘L’’ and 
“N’’ licensed vehicles for the four quarterly 
sample populations of the previous year are used 
as an estimate of the for hire and farm truck 
populations respectively. The average distribu- 
tion obtained from the previous year’s completed 
questionnaires is used to segregate ‘‘F’’ licensed 
vehicles into either the private intercity or 
private urban category. The above procedure was 
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introduced in 1959. Prior to that year the distribu- 
tion by function was determined for each quarter 
separately. 


3. When the constant population has been calculated 
and broken down by function and gross vehicle 
weight group, it is necessary to allocate vehicles 
included in current surveys in the same manner, 


- 


Expansion ratios for each gross vehicle weight 
group of each functional category are then calcu- 
lated by determining for each breakdown the 
number of vehicles for which completed question- 
naires were received or which were not in use 
during the survey period and dividing this sum 
into the constant population, 


5, As the survey results for sample vehicles relate 
to one week’s operations the expansion ratios 
calculated in (4) have to be multiplied by 13 to 
cover the three month period. 


6, The expanded data for the four quarters are added 
together to arrive at an annual total. 


While the changes and improvements in methods 
of compilation mentioned above will to some extent 
influence comparisons of data between years the 
effects should not be overly significant. In addition 
it is emphasized that since the statistics contained 
in this report are calculated from a sample survey 
they are only estimates and not actual figures, 


It should be noted that in 1961 the description 
of commodities transported by trucks was changed 
to conform with the revised ‘‘Standard Commodity 
Classification’’ produced by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. Formerly commodities were classified 
according to the ‘‘Railway Freight Commodity Sta- 
tistics Classification’’. The change will enable 
these data to be compared more easily with other 
commodity data produced by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 


Review of Survey Results 


The estimated population of trucks performing 
transportation services in Quebec during the year 
rose 5.5 per cent to 201,600 from 191,000 in 1962, 
Of these 17,800 or 8.8 per cent were for hire trucks; 
38,566 or 19,1 per cent were private intercity 
vehicles; 107,034 or 53.1 per cent were private 
vehicles operating wholly within urban areas; and 
38,200 or 19.0 per cent were farm trucks, 


In the following tables blanks appear for some 
breakdowns of diesel fuel and other fuel by type of 
operation and by gross vehicle weight. In most of 
these instances no vehicles were chosen belonging 
to these classifications in any of the quarterly 
sample selections. However in one or two cases a 
few vehicles were selected but the data collected 
were considered too unreliable to publish. Even 
where no vehicles were selected it does not neces- 
sarily follow that there were no vehicles in the 
province belonging to these classifications. 


Section I: Traffic Inside and Outside the Province 


Section I contains estimates of total traffic 
performed both inside and outside the province by 
Quebec registered trucks. 


Although comprising only 8.8 per cent of 
Quebec’s truck population, for hire vehicles ac- 
counted for 54.5 per cent of the total net ton miles 
and 28.5 per cent of the total tons of goods carried 
during 1963. This results from the high average 
yearly mileage of these trucks 20,300 miles as 
compared with 8,700 miles for all trucks, and from 
the heavy average load carried of 8.3 tons compared 
to 4.3 tons for all trucks. Since over fifty-five per 
cent of all for hire vehicles have a gross vehicle 
weight of over ten tons the heavier loads carried 
by these trucks are to be expected. The predom- 


inance of heavier vehicles in the for hire class also 
explains the low estimate of miles per gallon of 
gasoline, 6.7 compared with 9.4 for all trucks. It is 
estimated that urban operations accounted for 12.9 
per cent of the total net ton miles performed by 
Quebec registered for hire trucks and 2.8 per cent 
of the total net ton miles performed by private 
intercity vehicles. 


Some trucks in Quebec under 10,000 lb, gross 
vehicle weight are used essentially for personal 
transportation. Such vehicles accounted for about 
9.0per cent of the total mileage travelled by Quebec 
registered trucks, 


Section II: Traffic Inside the Province 


This section presents estimates of traffic 
performed by Quebec registered trucks entirely 
inside the province and excludes the ‘‘outside the 
province’’ portion of interprovincial and international 
traffic as well as any traffic performed entirely 
outside the province, Comparing the data in Section 
Iand Section Ilit will be noted that for hire vehicles 
accumulated 71.8 per cent and private intercity 90.3 
per cent of their total net ton miles inside Quebec, 


Section III: Interprovincial and International Traffic 


Interprovincial and international traffic ac- 
counted for a significant proportion of the total 
traffic performed by for hire vehicles, representing 
approximately one third of the total net ton miles 
performed and one seventh of the revenue earned 
by these vehicles. About two thirds of the total 
tons of goods carried in this type of traffic by 
Quebec registered for hire trucks was transported 
to or from Ontario and one fifth to or from the 
United States. 


Appendix 


During the year survey questionnaires were 
sent to the owners or operators of 20,788 trucks. 
Of this number 8,595 were returned completed and 
5,084 trucks were reported not used during the 


survey week. The remaining 7,109 were either 
returned incomplete and unusable or not returned 
at all.

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INTRODUCTION 


The 1964 annual report of motor transport 
traffic in the Province of Quebec is based upon a 
sample of approximately 8 per cent of trucks regis- 
tered in the province. To allow for seasonal varia- 
tions in traffic and to ensure that the selected 
vehicles represented current registrations the 
sample was selected in four quarterly segments 
with approximately one fourth of the total selected 
each quarter. Each quarterly sample was spread 
over three survey weeks with one third of the 
sample being used for a seven day period, Sunday 
through Saturday, per month. The surveys were 
therefore spread over twelve weeks during the year. 


All trucks registered in the province are 
represented except: (a) those not engaged in trans- 
portation services; and (b) military and other govern- 
ment-owned vehicles. Trailers as such were excluded 
from the sample, but details of tractor-trailer com- 
binations were obtained by including the power 
units or tractors in the survey. 


Vehicles in the sample are stratified by fype 
of operation and by gross vehicle weight group. 
The four functional categories used are: for hire, 
private intercity, private urban and farm. For hire 
vehicles are those operated for compensation or 
gain according to licence; private intercity vehicles 
are those owned and operated by firms and individ- 
uals on intercity routes to transport their own goods; 
private urban vehicles are those operated only 
within urban areas; and farm trucks are those 
operated by farmers primarily to transport farm 
produce and supplies. 


In this report vehicles have been classified 
into the four functional categories as follows: 


— “y,’’ licensed vehicles 
operated in intercity service 
and/or urban areas. 


For hire 


Private intercity —‘‘F’”’ licensed vehicles 
operated beyond urban areas. 

Private urban — SR licensed vehicles 
operated only within urban 
areas, 


Farm —‘‘N’’ licensed vehicles. 


Since Quebec motor vehicles are licensed on a 
tare weight basis, it was necessary to estimate 
equivalent gross vehicle weights to provide com- 
parability with other annual provincial reports. For 
each truck in the sample the gross vehicle weight 
was estimated from the recorded tare weight and 
either the estimated carrying capacity or the weight 
of the heaviest load carried. The gross vehicle 
weight of each tractor-trailer combination was esti- 
mated from the tare weight of the tractor, the esti- 
mated tare weight of the trailer plus the weight of 
the heaviest load carried. It is emphasized that 
this method provides only approximately equivalent 
gross vehicle weights and therefore exact provincial 
comparability of the weight group classification 
cannot be assured. 


Beginning in 1964 the only data recorded for 
vehicles performing urban or local operations, 
regardless of category, are miles travelled and 
gallons of fuel used and the estimated popula- 
tion. For this reason the 1964 figures shown under 
various traffic headings are not comparable to the 
statistics published for 1963. 


Further information on the history and the 
organization of motor transport traffic surveys may 
be found in the reports entitled ‘‘Motor Transport 
Traffic, National Estimates’’, Catalogue No. 53-207, 
for 1957 to 1963. 


Expansion of Survey Results 


As this survey is conducted on a sample basis 
the data obtained for the vehicles included in the 
sample have to be expanded to represent the traffic 
of the total truck population. The methods used in 
this expansion of the raw data have been continually 
improved. Current procedures are: 


1. A truck population figure which remains constant 
for all four quarterly surveys is determined, This 


constant population is the peak figure of the 
previous year’s quarterly sample population 
estimates. These estimates are made by mul- 


tiplying the sample size in each quarter by the 
inverse of the sample selection ratios. 


2. The constant population has to be broken down 
into gross vehicle weight groups and functions. 
Therefore it is necessary to multiply the quarterly 
sample in each weight group by the inverse of the 


appropriate selection ratio to arrive at a quarterly 
population broken down by weight group. The four 
quarterly populations by gross vehicle weight 
are added together and an average weight group 
distribution for the year is computed. This weight 
group distribution is applied to the constant 
population. The population then has to be distri- 
buted by function. The average distribution of 
“L’’ and ‘‘N’’ licensed vehicles for the four 
quarterly sample populations of the previous 
year are used as an estimate of the for hire and 
farm truck populations respectively. The average 
distribution obtained from the previous year’s 
completed questionnaires is used to segregate 
“F’’ Jicensed vehicles into either the private 
intercity or private urban category. Prior to 1959 
the distribution by function was determined for 
each quarter separately. 
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3. When the constant population has been calculated 
and broken down by function and gross vehicle 
weight group, it is necessary to allocate vehicles 
included in current Surveys in the Same manner. 


4. Expansion ratios for each gross vehicle weight 
group of each functional category are then calcu- 
lated by determining for each breakdown the 
number of vehicles for which completed question- 
naires were received or which were not in use 
during the survey period and dividing this sum 
into the constant population. 


5. As the survey results for sample vehicles relate 
to one week’s operations the expansion ratios 
calculated in (4) have to be multiplied by 13 to 
cover the three month period. 


6. The expanded data for the four quarters are added 
together to arrive at an annual total. 


While the changes and improvements in methods 
of compilation mentioned above will to some extent 
influence comparisons of data between years the 
effects should not be overly significant. In addition 
it is emphasized that since the statistics contained 
in this report are calculated from a sample survey 
they are only estimates and not actual figures. 


It should be noted that in 1961 the description 
of commodities transported by trucks was changed 
to conform with the revised ‘‘Standard Commodity 
Classification’’ produced by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. Formerly commodities were classified 
according to the ‘‘Railway Freight Commodity Sta- 
tistics Classification’’. The change will enable 
these data to be compared more easily with other 
commodity data produced by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 


Review of Survey Results 


The estimated population of trucks performing 
transportation services in Quebec during the year 
rose 2.9 per cent to 207,500 from 201,600 in 1963. 
Of these 18,000 or 8.7 per cent were for hire trucks; 
39,278 or 18.9 per cent were private intercity 
vehicles; 110,422 or 53.2 per cent were private 
vehicles operating wholly within urban areas; and 
39,800 or 19.2 per cent were farm trucks. 


In the following tables blanks appear for some 
breakdowns of diesel fuel and other fuel by type of 
operation and by gross vehicle weight. In most 
instances an insufficient number of vehicles were 
chosen in these categories to produce reliable 
statistics. However, it does not necessarily follow 
that there were no vehicles in the province relating 
to these classifications. 


Section I: Traffic Inside and Outside the Province 


Section I contains estimates of total traffic 
performed both inside and outside the province by 
Quebec registered trucks. 


Although comprising only 8.7 per cent of 
Quebec’s truck population, for hire vehicles ac- 
counted for 70.8 per cent of the total net ton miles 
(excluding the urban portion) and 39.3 per cent of 
the total tons of goods (excluding urban) carried 
during 1964. This results from the high average 
yearly mileage of these trucks, 21,100 miles as 
compared with 8,800 miles for all trucks, and from 
the heavy average load carried of 12.1 tons com- 
pared to 7.9 tons for all trucks. Since over one half 
of all for hire vehicles have a gross vehicle weight 
of over ten tons the heavier loads carried by these 
trucks are to be expected. The predominance of 
heavier vehicles in the for hire class also explains 
the low estimate of miles per gallon of gasoline, 
6.5 compared with 9.3 for all trucks. 


Some trucks in Quebec under 10,000 lb. gross 
vehicle weight are used essentially for personal 
transportation. Such vehicles accounted for about 
9 per cent of the total mileage travelled by Quebec 
registered trucks. 


Section II: Traffic Within the Province 


This section presents estimates of traffic 
performed by Quebec registered trucks entirely 
inside the province and excludes the ‘‘outside the 
province’’ portion of interprovincial and international 
traffic as well as any traffic performed entirely 
outside the province. Comparing the data in Section I 
and Section II it will be noted that for hire vehicles 
accumulated 48.6 per cent and private intercity 
89.8 per cent of their total net ton miles inside 
Quebec. 


Section III: Interprovincial and International Traffic 


Interprovincial and international traffic accounted 
for a significant proportion of the total traffic per- 
formed by for hire vehicles, representing approxi- 
mately 44 per cent of the total net ton miles per- 
formed and 29 per cent of the revenue earned by 
these vehicles. Over two thirds of the total tons of 
goods carried in this type of traffic by Quebec 
registered for hire trucks was transported to or 
from Ontario and one sixth to or from the United 
States.
